THE PUPILS ARE CROWDED THIS 


YEAR AND INCREASED ATTEM 


DANCE IS EXPECTED FOR NEXT 


YEAR. 


New Smyrna must have enlarged 


and improved public school facilities 
if the pupils are to be given the ad 
vantages to which they are entitled. 
The school building is too crowdec 
for comfort this year and more room 
must be provided tor next year or 
more of the grades and departments 
will Have to be handled outside of 
the main building. 


When the agitation for the pres 


ent public school building was being 
Carried on some of the taxpayers 
ticked, and 
kicked 
strenuously, 


against the proposition, and talked, 
•worked and; voted against the issue of 
bonds necessary to provide the build- 
Ing. At the present time there isn't 
a taxpayer or resident of New Smyrna 
-that isn't proud of the school building 
and schog} system. 


The original plan .was to erect a 


building with 20 rooms, which, it was 
expected, would provide necessary 
room for at least five years ahead 
from the time the structure was com- 
pleted. Objections to the size of" the 
bond issue made it necessary to cnt 
down the proposed size o£ the build- 
ing to 16 rooms and some patrons 
here even tried to have it reduced to 
12 rooms in size. The structure wns 
finally completed with 16 rooms ind 
today it is too small to accommodate 
the pupils in attendance. 


Something must be done to provide 


more room. State High School In- 
spector Cawthon- visited and inspect- 
ed the local high school Tuesday if 
this week and gave notice that more 
room, will have to be provided for 
the high school for next year. The' 
space in the building allotted to the 
Jiigh school is inadequate now and will 
be much too small for next year. 


The high school inspector and coun- 


ty superintendent took the matter up 


1 with the local trustees Tues'day and 


thoroughly discussed 
the 
situation 


and the conclusion .reached was that 
it the lines of the school district can 
be extended to take jn Hawks Park 
and Coronado the school taxes paid 
in these sections will be credited to 
this district Instead of being paid into 
the general *ehe-bl fund and will pro- 
vide some additional revenue -which 
am be used to enlarge the present 
school Building or in some way pro- 
vide the additional room needed for 
next year.
